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THE NORTH-WEST BILL. 

Hon Edgar Dewdney'’s Northwest bill has 
become a chestnut. The present session is 
the third at which he has introduced a 
measure revising the form of local goyern- 
ment in the Territories, and from present 
appearances it is the third im which the re- 
markable product of his enerzy will fail to 
materialize. Although the bill has passed 
ite first reading it igs still in blank and the 
provisions which it was alleged to contain 
may or may not be there when it is printed 
—if it eyer gets even that far. If there were 
difficulties in the way of this measure—or its 
predecessors—becoming law at previous 8e8- 
sions the ditficulties are much greater now. 
Four ticklish points are involved: The 
school question, the language question, the 
members of parliament and even amongst 


prohibition question and the questivn 
of financial control. On each of these 
four questions there is a very 
great diversity of opinion amongst the 


the ministers themselves, and a government 
with only twenty majority and grave scand- 
als prover against some of the most import- 
ant of their departments is notin a position 
to deal with these questions and be sure of 
retaining oll.ce. Indeed the fact that 
although the measure was promised atthe 
opening of the session it is not yet even 
printed proves that it has not been the desire 
of the government to have it passed at this 
session. Until the printed bill is before the 
public discussion of its possible features is 
almost useless as the utterances of the win- 
ister in introducing it bind him to nothing. 
However the attempt is being most persist- 
ently made to draw public attention to one 
alleged provision of the bill to the exclusion 
of the more important matters with which it 
must deal either positively or negatively: 
namely the prohibition question. The pro- 


hibition law is a pet antipathy of the present, 


minister's, and he has been going to wipe it 
out of existence ever since he began to have 
connection with the Northwest, ‘Thatit has 
been his antipathy to a certain extent. To 
the extent that by making fair promises of 
abolishing theatleged obnoxious law he has 
been able to rally to bis support the liquor 
interest of the Territories and all those in 
sympathy with it; while by never making 
his promises good he has succeeded on sev- 
coral memorable occasions in securing a certi- 
ficate of character as a temperance sympa- 
thizer from those who should have known 
better, The same yume is being continued 


in bis present and preceeding Northwest 


bills, They all contain a provision to the 
effect that the power to continue prohibition 
or substitute a license law shall rest with the 
loyisiative assembly of the Territories, While 
Most people will ayree that this is where the

NORTH-WEST ELECTIONS. 

The Regina Leader of July 21, has an in- 
torview with Licutenant-governor Royal, 
recently returned from Ottawa, regarding 
theproposed Northwest bill and the prospec- 
tive local elections: When asked about the 
statement that there would be no executive 
in the newassembly his honor laughed and 
said. of course it was absurd. The money 
will be given to the assembly to control and 
naturally this implies that they can make 
provision for expending it. It will be for 
the house tosay by what means the funds 
will be spent, whether by a finance commit- 
tec, on advisory board or small ministry. 
Either of these the assembly will have power 
to appoint and to pay, no matter whether 
that power is given by the bill or not, for it 
forms a part of the constitution of all respon- 
sible governments. In reply to a question 
as to the date of the elections his honor said 
that parliament would probably sit until the 
middle of August and the elections would 
be held at the time which will be most con- 
venient for the people, probably late in Sep- 
tember. He also informed us that there 
would be no~ redistribution this year, 
though the districts which now send two 
members may be divided, As there is such 
a strong teeling in favor of the ballot we 
shall probably bave that for the elections, 
which willensure a good chance for the 
electorate to give a proper verdict on the 
great question Which will occupy their at- 
tention, namely prohibition versus license. 
The settlement of that question depends on 
the relative number of temperance men and 
their opponents who will be returned, for 
the assembly 18 to have power to deal with 
the question. The bill has not been printed 
vet. A session of the legislature will be held 
almost inimediately after the elections. 

The Calgary Herald says that Dr. Brett 
says that in the event of parliament not pass- 
ing a bill to extend the life of the present 
isscinbly another year, his personal feeling 
would be to hold the elections about the Ist 
October after the farmers busy time 
sould be over. The Doctor does not feel 
sanguine of the N. W. bill introduced by Mr. 
Dewdney passing parliament this session; 
and as regards the holding of che elections 
without farther legislation, he says that the 
opinion of the minister of justice is that this 
can be done. It follows then, that an elec- 
tion may be held this fall, should parliament 
not order otherwise.
